One Man Convicted in New York. 
America Consumes More of the Drug 
Than Even China.

NEW YORK, June 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) The disclosures that Brook- 
lyn is a distributing center for great 
guantities of eplum smugsgied into 
America from Canada, and Mexico was 
made at the trial of Walter L. Funk, 
recently in Binghamton, N. Y¥. Funk 
was convicted yesterday of smuggling 
from Canada, and his trial disclosed 
that @ syndicate i, engaged in the 
contraband trade on an extensive 
scale 

Government inspectors have locat-

Former Los Angeles Wife in 
Double Tragedy. 


Secks Out the Very Scene of 
Husband's Suicide.

MINNEAPOLIS, June 24.—{Exclu- 
sive Diepatch.]

Marks married an eastern girl 
some years ago and was legally di- 
vorced. Then he married Myrtle 
Clark of Minneapolis. Later a New 
York minister, with whom he had 
communicated, wrote him that he 
could not “come to Jesus” if he did 
not get the consent of his first wife 
to. divorce him. He followed her 
around and this caused an estrange- 
ment from the second wife. 

The first wife married the Rev. 
John A. Bedient of No. 1057 Jasmine 
street, in Los Angelea. Her actions 
and the fact that she married the 
minister angered Marks. He began 
a series of circulars directed toward 
lent, in which he quoted Biblical 
phrases and termed the minister the 
“great dragon,” or “devil.” These 
circulars were mailed to members of 
the Los Angeles Council and other 
prominent people. He kept his resi- 
dence in Minneapolis. 

He committed suicide at his home 
on May 6 The second wife knew 
nothing of it until she arrived in Min- 
neapolis today. She left her father 
and brother and went to the house. 
It was in disorder and she was forced 
to climb over furniture to get to the 
bed in the room. Several hours later 
she was found dead by her brother, 
her boy tightly clasped in her arms. 
Her brother was nearly overcome try- 
j to resuscitate her.

Pingree I. Osburn, the celebrated 
young naturalist, who has been con- 
ducting a party of famous naturalists 
on a trip through Lower California 
for the past four months and who 


Osburn has been devoting himself 


‘for several years to the study of birds 
and insects on the Pacific Coast. Be-| 


cause of his familiarity with the flora 
and fauna of this part of the world, 
and because of his knowledge of con- 
ditions along the Mexican coast, par- 
ticularly Lower California, he was se- 
lected. last winter by Dr. Townsend 


of the Americag Museum of Natural 


History of New York to conduct «a 
party headed by himself for an expe- 
dition to the southern part of Lower 
California, a district heretofore prac- 
tically unknown. In this part of the 


world there are | in- 
seéts, as well as” own no- 
where else. It was to make a careful 
study of these and to collect specimens 
that the expedition was organized. 

The party left here February 25 on 
the Albatross, which was chartered 
for the trip. They spent three months 
coasting along Lower California, stop- 
ping off at different points to make 
observations and collect specimens. 
Nearly a month ago Dr. Townsend 
and party had to leave the field and 
return home. They wanted to secure 
some specimens from points inland 
where conditions are different from 
that on the coast. Dr. Townsend asked 
young Osburn to spend a month long- 
er and perform this service. He left 
the party at the port of San Jose del 
Cabo, which is on the extreme south- 
ern end of Lower California, and 
from there he went thirty-five miles 
to a small farming town called Mari- 
flores. It is a graden-spot, cut off 
from the other part of Lower Cali- 
fornia by a wide desert, and is in- 
fested with some rare animals and 
birds, as well as rare plants, and he 
secured a fine collection 

Here young Osburn found a world of 
new things. The work grew interest- 
ing. There was so much to do and 
such a short space of time to do it that 
he overworked himself and his health 
broke down. A couple of weeks ago 
word was received by his father, 
Charlies A. Osburn, a shoe merchant 
of Pasadena, that Pingree was very ill 
at Miraflores. No particulars could be 
learned. Pingree had written home 
that he would leave the port of San 
Jose del Cabo on the steamship Benito 
Juarez which was scheduled to arrive 
in San Diego a couple weeks ago. His 
mother and brother, Dr. P. P. Osburn, 
a physician of this city, went to San 
Diego to meet him. The Benito Jua- 
rez arrived but he was not on board. 
They found a Mexican on the ship who 
knew Pingree and he told of the boy's 
ailment. He stated that it was due to 
overwork in the heat and a weak 
heart, but he stated that Pingree was 
being well taken care of and would 
soon leave for home via Guaymas. 
gram from the American consul at 
remained in Pasadena, received a tele- 
gram from the American counsel at 
La Paz, stating that Pingree Osburn 
had left Miraflores and ridden on 
horse-back six miles to a small sea- 
port town nemed Eureka, where he 
would ship on a small steamer named 
“Benito,” and would arrive in Guay- 
mas June 20.

And so when Gomperr 
invites Roosevelt to read trade-union 
iterature in order to discover trade- 
union sentiment, in order that he may 
Worship at this fount of the good, the 
beautiful, and the true. Roosevelt, hat 
in hand, hurries to meet his new ally 
S06 to accept “an honorable invitation 
Sxpreseed in an honorable way, and 
Shali certainiy take advantage of it.” 

In the labor-union literature Roose- 
Velt will find that “we give no space to 
infammetory teachings. Probably 
mot. but what has that to do with the 
Les Angeles outrage? The one over- 
Wheilming fact is that the outrage oc- 
curred and that Gompers instantly ag- 
sumed that he knew precisely who 
Were innocent, and therefore, presum- 
ably, who were guilty. No one expects 
t© find incitements to murder in labor- 
union titerature.

It is said in the forty-first chapter of Gene 
sis that Joseph “gdthered up all: the ‘food 
in the cities and laid up the same,” and 
when the famine came he “opened the store- 
houses and sold the food to the Egyptians.” 

The ‘Emperor Zeno was the first known | 
trust buster. In the year 483 he issued the 


following edict: 

“We command that no one may pre 
sume to exercise a monopoly of any 
kind of cloth, or of fish, or of any other 
thing serving for food or for any other 

use, whatever its nature may be, eith 

of his own authority, or under a 

script of an Emperor already procured, 

or that may hereafter be procured 

- « » ROr may any persons combine or 

agree, in unlawful meetings, that differ- 

ent kinds of merchandise may not be 
sold at a less price than they may have 

agreed among themselves.” . 

In the reign of. Edward the Sixth, Parlia- 
ment forbade “the buying or contracting for 
any merchandise or victual coming in the 
way to market; or dissuading persons from 
bringing their goods or provisions there; 
or persuading them to enbance the price, 
when there, any of which practices make 
the market dearer to the fair trader.” 

Under the common law of England “every 
device, practice or conspiracy, by acts, 
words or news, to enhance the market price 
of merchandise” constituted the offense of 
forestalling. 

Monopolies were prohibited by the consti- 
tutions of Arkansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maryland, North Carolina, Tennessee, Geor- 
gia and Texas before the Sherman act was 
heard of. They are also prohibited by the 
constitutions of North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Wyoming and Washington.

LESSON IN LOYALTY. 

Loyalty! It is an _ inspiriting word. 
No song of bard, no drama of poet, no ap 
peal of oratory ever produced a nobier hu- 
man trait, ever extolled a virtue worthier of 
admiration. Loyalty to family, to city, to 
country, loyalty to an ideal, loyalty to God, 
these raise man from his earthly, position, 
a little lower than the angels, to crown him 
with dignity and honor. It has impelled 
heroism to deeds almost God-like in their 
sublimity; it has sometimes lighted the 
darkest records of crime.

The enthronement of a monarch may be an 
anachronism; it may in its present form 
be, to a certain extent, only make-believe; it 
may be clothing a petty mortal with attri- 


butes that belong only to Divinity; but inas- 


much as it focuses the rays of a nation's 
patriotism, inasmuch as it spurs a people's 


loyalty to a government and a flag, its in- 
fluence is all for good, its purpose is wor- 
thy and uplifting. When we consider the 
vast crowds of British subjects who braved 
the rigors of a summer day in London to 
cheer and applaud the representative of 
their system of government, we can only 
see in such a demonstration great hope for 
the future destinfes of the empire. Men of 
all shades of political opinion, men who 
cared nothing for titles and robes and coro- 
nets, men who long ago shuffled off the ex- 
ploded belief in the divinity of kings, joined 
in one splendid ovation to the spirit of

Miss Barnard found, soon after being in- 
ducted into office, that more than $3,000,000 
per annum had been filched from Indian 
children since Oklahoma was admitted to 
the Union. In the apportionment of the In- 
dian lands a share fell to minor children. 
The parents were usually too ignorant or 
too indifferent to guard the Indian children, 


of whom there were about 75,000 in the 


State. A white man would apply for letters 
of guardianship over a minor Indian child 
and, the letters being granted, he would 
proceed to make a sale of the child's land to 
himself through a bogus purchase at one 
fourth of its value. He wopld put in a 
heavy bill for legal services and another 
for fees and expenses as guardiafii and man- 
age to absorb in this way a large part of 
the proceeds of the bogus sale. 

Miss Barnard has commenced in the Ok 
lahoma covrt 137 sults against these guard- 
ilans to set aside the bogus sales and to 
compel an accounting and disgorgement of 
moneys received by the defendants for

NO POETRY—ALL WORK. 

And the reason is, of course, be- 
cause there ie nothing poetic about a 
fireman holding down a cushioned arm 
When he is in action, the pub- 
lic tis asleep. 

There is nothing soft about a fire- 
man's job, unless it is the cushion in 
the arm chair. He is routed out of 
bed at 6 o'clock to answer roll call. 
It doesn’t matter at all whether he 
has got up three or four times during 
the night to stand by when an alarm 
of fire not in his district came in. He 
works until 10 o'clock when he must 
get into his uniform, and if his work 
isn’t finished by that tim- he's got 
to keep at it in uniform. That takes 
up pretty much al) of the morning. 
In the afternoon he exercises two 
hours and is given an hour to clean 
up. 

Now you'd think he'd like to take 

a stroll after that, but the regula- 
tions say he can't wander farther 
tthan 200 feet from the engine-house. 
You'll admit that within a radius of 
200 feet of any engine-house in the 
city, there is nothing wildly exciting 
going on. 
If it waaen't for the newspapers a 
fireman might as well be on a ship. 
Sure he can go home to meals, but 
it's right there and right back again. 
And in this respect he has the bulge 
on the sailor. Comes 8 o'clock, if a 
friend has dropped in for a bit of 
a chat, he says goodnight to him, for 
no visitors are allowed in the engine- 
houses after that hour. 

And there's the fine time the fire- 
man has! But wait. He gets into 
bed, pulls the blanket up to his ears 
and drops off to sleep. Does a fire- 
man dream? Sure he does. He 
dreams a regular fireman's dream. 
Sometimes its wandering through «a 
poppy field hand in hand with a 
pretty girl, but more often it’s about 
seeing a fine yaudeville performance 
or a rattling boxing match or having 
a month off with pay and driving 
down Broadway with his girl and 
pulling up and watching the boys 
fight a fire and him yelling like the 
captains do at them to get a move 


FRACTURED SLEEP.. 

Well, in the midst of his dream, an 
alarm comes in. Does he grow! like 
a citizen does when he hears the 
‘phone ring, turn over and go to 
sieep again? No sir, he don't. He's 
up in a jiffy and down the pole, wide 
awake. When fhe fire is tapped out, 
he attends to putting the horses 
away and other little matters and 
climbs into bed again. dreams 
are disturbed after he's been routed 
out three or four times, as you may 
well believe. It's more likely he 
sees himself stahding on a hot day 
before a long, cool beer and is just 
lifting it up with a “Here's to you,” 
when Chief pokes his head in the 
door and sings out, “Box 38 just 
came in,” and you've got to drop it 
and slide out. 

Suppose a business man was eating 
his lunch and he'd get a call that a. 
man was walting to see him at his 
office. Would he drop his piece of 
pie and run to the office to see the 
man? He would not. He'd take his 
time about getting back so as to 
make the man think he was dining 
at the California Club instead of a 
15-cent dairy lunch. 

And why is it that the fireman is 
on the jump? Discipline. There isn't 
a better-disciplined department in the 
world than the fireman's. And right 
here I want to gay that Los Angeles 
has the finest firemen in the country, 
and I have been in more than a few

The tower is seventy-five feet high, 
and the drilis include everything that 
a fireman would have to encounter in 
actual fire fighting.

I’ve seen a fireman standing on the 
top of a wall waving in momentary 
danger of falling. And I've seen the 
wall crash down a moment after he 
steps off. Foolhardy? No. Courage?

The average citizen 
would give up all hope of being saved.

The first thing we do When we 
enter a burning building is to see if 
all the inmates are out. We grope 
through blinding smoke, kick tn doors 
and search for any who may be asleep 
or, trapped or crippled. I once broke 
in the door of a room on. the top 
story of a building and awakened a 
man lying asleep on the bed.

And | 
you don’t hear firemen boast about 
their daring deeds. No, if they talk 
shop it is about the record run they 
made and how they beat the other 
company getting into service. 

Now if you think I have told all 
about a fireman's work, you are mis- 
taken. I have said enough to show 
that they don’t lead a life of ease, 
They are on duty twenty-four hours 
a day, and if a big fire breaks loose, 
they may be working, wet, tired and 
hungry, forty-eight hours. 

There are few millionaires and no 
multi-millionaires among the firemen. 
They get $80 a month the first year, 
and after four years its $95. They 
buy their own bedding and uniform. 
And if they ruin a pair of trousers or 
their rubber boots at a fire, their 
money buys new ones.

N THE recent untimely death of 
Mrs. Willlamina Paton Fleming, the 
Harvard Observatoty, the women of 
America, and the whole astronomical 
world, have suffered a notable loss. 
Born at Dundee, Scotiand, in 1857, she 
became an assistant at Harvard in 
1879. Owing to her rare grasp of 
detail, technical skill and executive 
ability, she was, nine years later, offi- 
cially appointed curator of astronomi- 
cal photographs, by Director Edward 
CC. Pickering, a department wherein 
Harvard Observatory, through her 
genius, holds a unique position. — 


lt was her duty, together with that 
of a corps of assistants developed un- 
der her efficient training, to examine 
minutely, and to classify, the ever- 
growing library of photographic 
plates taken at Harvard, and at the 
Arequipa Observatory—e branch in- 
stitution in the Peruvian Andes, 
where powerful telescopes swept the 
heavens.

This book, which has been translated 
into a number of foreign languages, 
has modified or strengthened the view- 
point of not a few statesmen of in- 
ternational repute, and through them 
has had a deep influence on Euro- 
pean statecraft. In making the book 
accessible to an even larger public 
than it at present reaches, the giver 
of this substantial sum is initiating 
a movement that may result in a con- 
version of the public to the conclu- 
sions at which Norman Angell arrives. 
“Norman Angell,” by the way, is, in 
a sense, a nom de plume, being only 
a substantial fragment of the author's 


man Angell Lane. Mr. Lane lived 
for many years in Kern county, Cal. 
He is today the head of the Paris 
Daily Mail. 


A fifth revised and greatly enlarged 
edition of “Dillon on Municipal Cor- 
perations” is announced for imme- 
diate publication by Little, Brown & 
Company, Boston. It was over for- 
ty-five years ago that the author, then 
a judge of the Supreme Court of 
lowa. commenced the preparation of 
this authoritative treatise, and the 
work appeared in one volume in 
1872.

Par in the Rear of McClellan's Army. 
We were soon far in the rear of 


McClellan's army, which lay directly 
between us and Richmond. It was 
thought probable that the Federal 
cavalry was concentrating in our rear 
to cut off our retreat We kept 
straight on, through New Kent county 
to Tunstall’s station, em the York 
River Raltiroad. 

I had been in charge of the Con- 
federate advance guard up to the 
time when Col. Fits Lee came to the 
front with the First Virginia, reliev- 
ing the Ninth of that duty. When 
well down in New Kent county, Gen. 
Stuart sent for me again to the front. 
Hurrying on, I soon reached the head 
of the column, where I found the gen- 
eral, and was directed by him to take 
thirty men as an advance guard, and 
to precede the column by about hait 
a mile. Further, I was @Girected to 
halt at the road running from the 
mille to White House Lan@ing (Mc- 
Clelian’s base of supplies on the Pa- 
munkey) long enough te cut the tele- 
graph wire on that road; thence to 
eng to Tunstall’s atation on the 

ork River Railroad, at which piace, 
the prisoners had informed the gen- 
eral, a company of Federal infantry 
was ed. At Tunstall’s station I 
was directed to charge the tnfantry, 
disperse or capture them, cut the 
graph and obstruct the raliroed.

In his admirable 1919 report (the 
Missouri Red Book) the State Com- 
missioner of Labor, Hon. J. C A. 
Hiller, says: 

“A total of thirty-seven locals 
(unions) were involved in disagree- 
ments with employers in the course 
of 1909, with the serious consequence 
that there were twenty-two ‘walkouts’ 
and fifteen ‘lockouts,” involving 2310 
members of organized labor, largely 
young women, because of the garment 
workers’ . troubles in St. Louls. In 
Wages there Was lost in the strikes 
and lockouts, $118,572. Nine iocals 
gained an increase In wages and three 
a reduction in hours. The year closed 
with seventeen of the cases pending. 
The controversies involving the ma- 
chinists and miners did not occur. ‘til! 
1910 and therefore are not considered 
here.” By crafts the strikes in St. 
Louis affected bookbinders and bind- 
ery workers, brewery workers, brick- 
layers, coopers, cigarmakers, electri- 
cal workers, stationary engineers and 


cutters, glass workers, marble work- 
ers, pattern makers, préssmen and 
roofers. The strikes and lockouts

1.X.L. Oil Company Gets 
Lease from United. 


Carnegie Oil Fields Secures 
Fine Water Supply. _ 


[Special Correspondence of The Times:} 

M’KITTRICK, June 23.—There ts 
marked activity tn the McKittrick oil 
field, and. indications are considered 
to be of the most promising character. 
One of the companics which recently 
shut down for lack of transportation 
facilities has resumed operations, 
much additional storage capactty has 
been provided, ground is pre 
pared for some new rigs, and other de- 
velopment work is in progress, with 
still more to be done in the immediate 
future. 

The LX.L. Oll Company of Midway 
has taken over the United Of] Com- 
pany’s lease in the north end of the 
McKittrick field, and intends to make 
decided tmprovements on the prop- 
erty. There are four wells, and it is 
quite tikely that this number will be 
increased in time. The 1LX.L. Com- 
pany, although it has just assumed 
control, has already increased the pro- 
duction, 100 barrels per day, and ex- 
pects to considerably exceed this fig- 
ure within a short period. 

The Reward Ot! Company's electric 
apperatus for the separation of water 
from the oil sand is in process of 
construction and will soon be finished. 
The power for the plant is to be fur- 
nished by the San Joaquin Light and 
Power Company. 

The San Francisco and McKittrick 
Oll Company, which recently shut 
down for a few days, the pipe tine 
company being unable to handle the 
surplus oll, has started up again and 
is running on full time. The company 
has just completed a reservoir, with 
a capacity of 90,000 barrels, and will 
soon ecommence the erection of a 55,- 
000-barrel steel tank, which in addi- 
tien to its other reservoirs, will give 
it more than 160,000 barrels storage 
capacity. The San Francisco and Mc- 
Kittrick already has fourteen good 
producing wells, material on the 
ground for another rig, to be put up 
before long. and will probably add still 
others during the fall or winter. It ts 
one of the best leases in the fleld, and 
is well equipped In every way.
